IX.—AN EMPLOYER’S DUTY TO IN- 


STRUCT EMPLOYEES. 
BY ALBERT 8. BOLLES, LL.D. 


HAT is an employer's duty in the 

way of giving instructions to his 

amployés? To answer this ques- 
tion fully our inquiry may be divided 
into three branches. The first of these 
relates to hie duty to make and set 
forth rules and regulations for the bet- 
ter working of his machinery, appli- 
ances or enterprise, and also for the 
greater safety of his employés. Many 
of these rules, as we shall soon learn, 


WHEN AN EMPLOYER MUST MAKE 
REGULATIONS. 

Not every business requires rules to 
be made for the guidance of employés. 
But when the business is large and 
complex, like that of railroads, fac- 
tories, mines and the like, in which 
large numbers are employed, then the 
duty of making such rules as will give 
reasonable protection to employés 
clearly exists and should not be dis- 
regarded. 

Whether an employé ought to make 
& particular rule or set of» rules in 
most States is a question for the de- 
cision of the court and not of the jury; 
in other words, it is a question of law 
and not a question of fact. So also is 
the question whether a rule is reason- 
able or not. There are strong reasons,” 
says Justice Strong, “why the reason- 
ableness of railroad regulations should 
in the absence of any positive proof as 
to their effect, be submitted to the 
court as a question of law, rather than 
to the jury as one of fact. Ordinarily 
jurors are not aware of all the reasons 
calling for the rule. They are apt to 
listen readily to any allegations of in- 
juries on railways. What one jury 
might deém an inconvenient rule an- 
other might approve as judicious and

JUDICIAL WAND 

In view of the wanderings of the 
courts in trying to answer the question 
who are fellow-servants, we are not 
convinced by the learned judge of judi- 
cial infallibility. It is true that the 
final court in a State may make a rule 
which other courts in that State must 
follow, but the final court might go as 
far astrey in doing this as a fury. 
Surely all of those who are floundering 
in the hopeless sea of decisions on the

CLIMATE AND CROPS. 
Unseasonably warm weather 
valled during the past week, with con- 
siderable drying land winds, according 
to the weekly climate and crop bulle- 
tin of the Weather Bureau for South- 
ern Califofnia. The weather, however, 
Was generally favorabie for the growth 
of vegetation, except the high temper- 
ature unduly forced deciduous ruit 
buds toward maturity, which is unfa- 
vorable for good crops as winter frosts 
would damege the immature fruit. The 
drying winds rapidly evaporated the 
surface moisture and tended to crust 
the top soil. Plowing and seeding con- 
tue; early-sown grein is growing 
nicely, and pasturage made a good 
growth, but rain will be needed soon.

FRAUD ALLEGED 
IN A BIG OIL DEAL 

The Marine Oil Company and s. W. 
Knapp were made defendants yester- 
day in an injunction suit begun by F. 
W. Samuelson, H. D. Lombard and A. 
H. Busch. 

Plaintiffs charge Knapp with certain 
misrepresentations anent the purchase 
price of oil property in Santa Barbara 
county, near Summerland. 

Last May, they say, Knapp told them 
the property could be bought for er. 
000, and in accordance with an alleged 
agreement, Knapp, after a thurough 
investigation, was instructed to clore 
the deal and was paid $20,250 as the 
amount necessary to purchase a three- 
fourths’ interest. The ‘other fourth 
was to be paid for by Knapp. 

Now the plaintiffs allege that $27,000 
was not the lowest possible purchase 
price, as represented to them, but 20, 
000, and that Knapp got a fourth inter- 
est in the property for nothing, and 
pocketed the additional $250. 

In June the Marine Oi] Company was

The proposition follows: That sec- 
ond-class colony trains, west-bound 
only, to California points and interme- 
diate points affected be: From Chi- 
cago, $30; from St. Louis, New Orleans 
and common points, $21.50; from Mis- 
sour!

These rates to apply via all roads to 
which regular short-line second-class 
rates apply.

HOW WEALTH 
EZRA HAMILTON. 


Los Angeles Man Will’ Pocket One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars Today 
from Sale of His Gold Mine. 


From poverty to riches, from deep in- 
debtedness to opulence, was the step 
taken by Ezra M. Hamilton of this 


{ city, when he discovered the rich “Lida” 
F. Lindsay Fitzpartrick and Master og — 
John Fitzpatrick of London, Eng., are 


gold mine. Fortune smiled on this 
arizzied veteran of the Civil War, one 
day early last March, and since that 
hour, he has beer. transformed from a 
poor old soldier, receiving a pension of 
Six dollars a month, to a wealthy gold 
miner. During the last six months the 
owner has taken out of his mine 3830, 
000 with a two-stamp mill. 

The find came to Hamilton after al- 
most half a century of hunting in the 
mines of California. It came just in the 
nick of time, for, saya Mr. Hamil- 
ton, “three more days of unsuccessful

It was there that Mr. Hamilton dis- 


covered a rich vein of ore running 
through his claim, and several smalier 
veins running crosswise of the main 
lead. He has now just commenced to 
work on the main lode, and has not as 
yet touched the smaller ones. There 
are five men working on the claim with 


the owner and his son, and the mili is |. 


turning out from a ton and a half to 
two tons of ore a day. The full vajue 
of the find was realized by the miher 
when from the first carload of dirt 
taken from the surface of the claim 
there was panned out $4200. Mr. Ham- 
Uton named his mine the Lida,“ and 
offer of $100,000 for it.

I 
was worn out physically, financially 
and mentally, when I made the big find, 
but then, the gold cure is a good one, 
and now I feel young again.” 

Ezra M. Hamilton will be 68 years 
old next February. For twenty-five 
years he has lived at No. 310 Avenue 
23 in Bast Los Angeles, in the house 
he built upon first coming to this city 


from Minneapolis. 
In October, 1897, he located a mining 
Gaim the north side of Antelope 
in the mountains,

feet long and 1500 feet wide. The 
miner prospected his claim with little 
success until March 11 of this year, when 
he made a rich strike. Today he will 
close a deal whereby he will receive 
for his property $100,000, and in addi- 
tion to this. he has alread 
more than thirty thousand dollars. 

The accompanying illustration of Mr. 
Hamilton waving his hat in the air was 
taken on his claim at the minute he dis- 
well nigh exhausted when the discovery 
covered the big vein of gold. He was 
was made and was so ill that he would 
have given up in a few more days. To 
add to this, he was deeply in debt, and 
although the owner of somq@ property 
in and about Los Angeles, could not 
keep it all clear of mortgages, nor in 
some cases, pay the taxes. 

Since making the find last spring Mr. 
Hamilton and his oldest son have been 
engaged in developing the “Lida.” 
They are now down one thousand feet 
end the ore is as good at that depth 
as it was near the surface. The ore so 
far, taken out, Mr. Hamilton says, has 
averaged $130 to the ton. He is not 
anxious to sell the claim and has done 
so only at the urgent request of his 
wife. He says a twenty-stamp mill 
could not exhaust the vein in | 
years and that the property is w 1 
worth a million dollars. But Mr. Ham- 
liton is an old man and to him $100,- 
000 is a fortune. 


“Three years ago,“ Mr. Hamilton said | 


last evening, “I went to the mountains 
to prospect and to regain my failing 
health. I saw this hill and it looked 
good to me, so I visited all the guiches 
on each side of the mountain, which is 
about 800 feet high, and from each one 
tcok sack of gravel, stones and dirt, 
until I had a wagonload of full sacks. 
These I took to Willis Springs and had 
them milled. I could tell from the 
quality of the specimens that the gold 
was native, and that it was to be found 
in larger quantities near the place. So 
I went back and located my claim. 
Then I started up toward the top to 
prospect.. I worked there too long, and

MUSCLE AND NOT FAT.

What thin folks need is flesh or 
muscle, not fat.

populations of the country. 
Postmaster-Genera] Smith is un- 
doubtedly right when he expresses the 


“come to stay.“ There are twenty-one 
millions of people scattered over one 
million square miles of territory, to 
whose doors it is the task of the gov- 
ernment to make provision for carry- 
ing the mails through the system of 
rural free delivery: By the end of the 
current fiscal year, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Smith says, one-sixth of these peo- 
ple will have been served and 4300 
routes will be in operation. The re- 
port says truly, on this point, that “it 
will hardly be disputed that the great 
result of carrying the postoffice to ev- 
ery home, if it can be accomplished at 
such comparatively small cost, is an 
object well worth undertaking.” 

When the system of rurai free de- 
livery was first broached, it was popu- 
larly regarded as an experiment of 
very doubtful utility, to say the least. 
It was tacitly assumed that the cost of 
maintaining euch a system would 
necessarily be so much greater than 
the possible income that it would soon 
be abandoned as impracticable. It is 
‘gratifying to learn that this was a 
misapprehension, and that it is possi- 
ble to establish a complete system of 
rural free delivery and at the same 
time to place the Postoffice Department 
on a paying basis, within the next few 
years. Our postal system as it now 
exists is the best in the world. With 
rural free delivery fully established, it 
will be about as close to perfection as 
it is possible to get in this world of 
imperfect things. 


688 THE WORLD’S TRADE. 
The London correspondent of the 
New York Sun, in a recent communi- 
cation, noted the fact that certain lead- 
ing manufacturers in England are con- 
tempikting a radical change of policy 
which is of very great importance to 
American interests. Realizing the hope- 
lessness of attempting to compete with 
American manufacturers in certain 
lines, under present industrial condi- 
tions, they are considering the advisa- 
bility of buying up the best American 
enterprises, and of transferring the 
greater part of their business to the 
American factories thus purchased. 
There is no doubt that the proposed 
action, or some action tantamount to 
it, will be forced upon British manu- 
facturers in the near future, if they 
are to hold their own in the tense 
struggle for the world’s trade which 
is impending. The fact that British 
manufacturers are driven to some ex- 


pedient of this kind is proof of their 


inability to compete with the United 
States under existing conditions. They 
are forced to get into the American 
band wagon, so to speak, or be content 
to lag at the tail end of the procession. 

“More than one Americar concern 
just launching out in foreign trade,” 
says the London correspondent, “is 
likely soon to be tempted by the offer 
of a fancy price in British gold, which 
will be accompanied probably by an in- 
vitation to the present management to 
remain in control.

That England—our chief competitor 
in the world’s markets—is much per- 
turbed over the outlook, ts made evi- 
dent in many ways. Lord Rosebery 
recently sounded a plain note of warn- 
ing, and now another Liberal ex-Min- 
jater—Mr. Asquith—has warned his 
countrymen of the dangers of Amer- 
jean competition. In a speech before 
the London Chamber of Commerce, re- 
‘gently, Mr. Asquith declared that Eng- 
land could no longer boast Of commer- 
cial and industrial supremacy, but was 
obliged to fight for every inch of 
ground held by her, and with all her 
available strength. Mr. Asquith said: 

“We have long ceased to enjoy that 
relative superiority in natural advan- 
tages with which we started upon the 
race. Look across the Atlantic and 
what do we see?—a nation which in 
point of numbers is almost, if not 
quite, double our own nation, sprung 
to a large extent from the same stock, 
hurtured among the same free tradi- 
tions, endowed in at least as full meas- 
ure as we with facility of invention 
end spirit of enterprise, occupying a 
country unrivaled in extent. and with 
a diversity of natural resources, and 
enjoying throughout the whole of that 
vast territory the incalculable boon ol 
internal free trade. Can we wonder 
that such a nation, under such circum- 
stances and conditions, is the most 
poranenbie of our industrial compet- 

rs?” 
For lo! these many years it has been 
the shibboleth of free-trade advocates 
that our protective tariff system barred 
us out of the world’s markets. We 
have been treated to long and windy 
dissertations intended to prove that in 
the nature of things tariff protection 
must have this effect. But this beauti- 
ful theory, like many another theory 
which looks well on paper, has been 
proven false by the inexorable and 
unanswerable logic of events. We have 
won the place of supremacy in inter- 

tional trade under a strong protec- 

ve tariff, which has fostered our do- 
mestic industries and preserved to us 
our home markets, while in no wise 
shutting us out from the markets of 
the world. Indeed, our heaviest ex- 
ports have been sent forth to the 
world’s markets during the periods 
when our duties on imports were high- 
est—a fact which in itself goes far to 
disprove the free-trade dictum that a 
protective tariff “shuts in exports.” 
‘And today, under the policy of tariff 
protection, we stand virtually at the 
head of the world’s commerce. We 
have met the greatest free-trade nation 
On earth in the more Important fields 
of competition, and in no case have 
we been vanquished. 

The triumphs which we have won 
are as nothing to those which we shal! 
yet win, if we press’ forward withont 
faltering in the path which we have 
pursued thus far so successfully.

Tyken for all in all, “The Dukes Jes- 
ter“ is a decidedly entertaining play, 
with nicely-sustained interest, and it

It would seem, however, 
that he could better his interpretation 
of this character by toning down the 
emotional part a trifle. A man in tears 
may be an impressive spectacle in a 
sentimental novel, is a rather 
mussy and disagreeable spectacle when 
presented corporeally upon the stage. 
It is easy, however, to pick minor 
flaws in the work of any actor; and, 
as we know, even Phoebus, the God 
of Day. is not without kiss dark spots. 
Mr. Warde’s portrayal of Cecco is on 
the whole an impressive and interesting 
impersonation. 

Isabel Pengra-Spencer does superb 
work in the role of Nina de Borgia. Her 
treatment of the character overflows 
with artistic feeling. It is so close a 
simulation of “the real thing“ that tre 
auditor forgets himself, and regards 
her, not in the light of an actress ploy- 
ing a part, but rather as a beautiful 
woman in distress; and his sympathies 
go out to her, as they should do under 
such circumstances. This is one of the 
highest triumphs of art—to deceive the 
senses until the unreal seems real, and 
the real becomes a “barrel idea‘ity.” 

E. R. Spencer enacts the role of G 
leazzo, Duke of Milan, eth much spirit. 
Aside from certain manneri ms he is 
an actor of good quality and method, 
But both Mr. Spencer and Mr. Warde 
“fall down" when they exchange cos- 
tumes and attempt to imitate each 
other. The people on the stege are the 
only ones who are misle l by ts in- 
effective masquerade. 

The supporting roles are, as a rule, in 
good hands. May Warde deserves em- 
mendation far her work in the role of 
Bopetta. which is very = satisfactory. 
Frederick Forrester presents a clear in- 
terpretation as Lodovico; H. C. Barton 
gives strong individualitv to the char- 
acter of Count Malatesta; Alexander 
McKenzie is satisfactory as Matteo: 
and the other parts are sustained, on 
the whole, acc2ptably.

are here in three tourist cars 
with uniformed Puliman porters to 
take care of them and their cars. They 
have a dining and cooking car, fully 


equipped with competent cooks and 


steward and waiters. The cars are we | 
provisioned. Their bread is sent from 
Meek'’s bakery at Los Angeles; fresh 
meat comes deily. I visited the car this 
evening, while they were eating sup- 
per, examined their bill of fare and 
found that each car got plenty of good 
food. They said they were well 
housed and fed, and had plenty of fresh 
water. The cars are cleaned daily. 
The people all seem to be in gooi 
health and spirits, and have perfect 
liberty, going all over the town and 
country. surrounding, bathing and 
washing their clothes at the artesian 
wells. Since they have been here they 
have all purchased more or less at the 
stores, all seeming to have a little 
money. I interviewed Frank Alves, 
who is in charge of the party. and is 
in the employ of George E. Baldwin 
of No. 3, Pearl street, New York, who 
is general agent for the Hawaiian 
Sugar Planters’ Associ-#on, which has 
its principal office at Honolulu. Alves 
says that the principal trouble has 
been by straggling Mexicans, who have 


been talking to the Porto Ricans and 


telling them they could get goof wages 
by running away from the cars and Fo- 
ing on their own hook. 

I interviewed several of the men and 
they told me they had contracted with 
R. A. Macfie of Aricebo, Porto Rico, to 
go to the Hawaiian Islands and work 
on sugar plantations at the rate of $20 
a month, with houses, light and fuel and 
medical attendance free while working 
on the plantations for the association. 
The men say they are to work only ten 
hours a day and to get pay for an 
overtime. 

The reason they are being held along 
the road is on account of medical at- 
tendance, and giving them a chance to 
wash their clothes and themselves. 
Two children have been born while on 
the train. Both mothers and children 
are doing well. Mr. Alves expects to 
arrive in San on or about 
the 14tly inst.

Trustee Whitney made a motion that 
the contract be awarded at once, and 
this was ed by ee Parsons. 
One man in the audience asked if he 
might be permitted to inquire at what 
rate the printing was to be done.

TALKED OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Members of the Academy of Sciences 


Listen to an Interesting Paper on 
Natural Shocks. 


Harthauakes“ was the subject dis- 
cussed last night at the regular monthly 
meeting of the Academy of Sciences, 
and the topic proved interesting to the 
members present, it being treated in a 


lain of the State Normal School. 

He stated that although quakes had 
been 3 ever since the world de- 
gan, e earliest recorded, occurred 
about 1500 years B.C. In Numbers 
XVI, in the Bible, an earthquake is 
spoken of that killed 280 people, and 
on the day that Christ was crucified 
the earth trembled from an internal ex- 
plosion, As early as the year 136 of 
the Christian Era, the then Chinese 
Emperor appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate t causes of earthquakes. 

The speaker stated that a shock could 
be felt in any part of the world if the 
proper instruments were ready for use 
at the time. Few shocks originated 
from a 8 depth than twelve miles, 
and if the rocks were homogeneous, the 
shock could be felt at every point at 
the tame time. 

In April, 1886, a shock moved from 
Japan to wpper Russia, at the rate of 
seven miles a second and from Chili

From 1769 to the present time, there 
have been 1500 shocks in thie State ac- 
cordl to the speaker, only thirteen of 
them ructive. In 1868, there was a 
shock in Northern California, five lives 
being lost in San Francisco, and twelve 
in the State. In 1872, in Inyo county, 
sixty people were killed by a ‘quake 
and crevices were opened in the 
over fifty feet wide and several miles 
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
